Statement of sei'vices for which the decoration has been 
awarded . 

On the 3rd October, 1967, information was received by 
the police that some members of the gang of dacoit Makhan 
Singh were hiding in the jowar fields of village Jeora near 
Gwalior. A small police force was assembled and sent to 
intercept the dacoits. As the police party approached the 
field, it was bred at by the dacoits. A part of the gang 
climbed a nearby hill-feature and thus obtained an advan- 
tageous position from which to fire on the police party. At 
this juncture. Constables Ram Kishan Pandey and Habib 
Khan volunteered to advance up to the hill and in spite of 
heavy fire by the dacoits they rushed through the field to 
reach the slope of the hill. They were successful in killing 
three dacoits before actually reaching the hill. Confronted 
with the determined attack of these police officers, the 
dacoits decided to play a ruse. One of them put up his hands 
in token of surrender. On seeing this the police officers 
stopped firing and agreed to accept the surrender, but they’ 
were treacherously shot down by two dacoits who were hiding 
in a depression. T n the ensuing darkness the remaining 
dacoits escaped but one who has been wounded was captured.
